[ otal:4 ZNW rabbits Rabbits were given a single injection of Doxorubicin (lOmg/kg) and then euthanized 

by penetrating captive bolt discharge to the cranium 9 hours after the injection. It is possible, but unlikely that the animals 
could develop congestive heart failure during the 9 hour duration. 


5, Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results, (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below) 

No visable signs of heart failure occured and the animals did not show any signs of distress. If distress or pain had 
occurred, it could not have bean relieved by the use of barbiturates or benzodiazepanas because these would alter the 
pharmacokinetics of anthracyclines by altering liver metabolism, (The Pharmacological Basis of Therapeutics, 9th Edition, 
1996 page 16, 1264,)
